THE TREASURY AT CKCISNATI 
F THE COUNTRY. 

A MASS meeting was to have been held in Cincinnati 
on Monday evening, the 12th inst., for the purpose of 
giving Hon. Salmon P. Chase, Secretary of the United 
States Treasury, a chance to address the citizens of that 
place ; but in consequence of the inclemency of the 
weather the committee who had charge of the arrange¬ 
ments were forced to engage Mozart HsU for the ocea- 

Chase, after being introduced to the audience, 
spoke as follows; 

My Fellow-Citizens: We are engaged in a great 
struggle. It is a struggle brought upon ns by no fault 
of the people of the United States ; and when I say by 
no fault of the people of the United States, I mean pre¬ 
cisely what I say. The laboring masses, the merchants, 
the manufacturers, the moehanios of the North, have 
had no part in bringing on this'strife. The non-slave¬ 
holders of the South have had no part in bringing op 
this strife. It is a strife brought about by a conspiracy 
of the few to rule the many, and it is simply because 
they were not wUling to trust the people with ihcii- 
cause that they went to arms for the purpose of 
establishing a dominion where they could rule blacks 
and whites separately from the Federal government. 
That is all there is of the rebellion. Now, this con- 
Bpiraev is not a recent afiair. Whenever you find au 
aristocracy in the country, and that aristocracy finds 
itself oppressed by the people, it goes to war with 
the people. The difiference between our aristocracy, 
and the aristocracies that have warred upon the people 
in other countries, is that our aristocracy happened to 
be established in certain portions of the co^try;; they 
occupied certain States, they controlled the political, 
social and moral action ot those States, and therefore 
it was that wlien the time came for the aristocracy to 
rebel against the democracy, then they succeeded, first, 
in carrying out of the Union—to use their own expres¬ 
sion—the most “aristocratic” of all the States—name¬ 
ly, South Carolina ; and then South Carohua was fol¬ 
lowed by the other aristocialic Mates m succe^on, 
until we become involved in.this terrible war. Now, 
when an aristocracy thus wars upon the democracy, 
especially if that aristocracy be a local aristocracy 
like ours there is nothing for it but to meet the chal¬ 
lenge wh'icii they throw down, or submit to dismem¬ 
berment. This ia the challenge presented to us and to 
you The question in the West was, Shall the aristocra¬ 
cy rule the Mississippi ? The question in the Bast was, 
Shall the arUtocracy have the whole sea-coaat down to 
the Gulf? And the whole country pronounced unani¬ 
mously this shall not be, and when they went to war 
to establish a. separate aristocratic government, like 
the monarchical insiitutions of the Old World, then we 
went to war too. Now, then, the simple question be¬ 
fore us is. Is this country worth a war ? Are the hopes 
depending upon the prosperity ot American iHstitutiuus 
wonh enough to jnsuly us m going to war ior the na- 
Uon’s life? Is the life of this nation worth enough to 
jusiity us in going to war ? Look through the btetory 
of mankind, and tell me where you can find a people 
involved in a struggle tor a more noble object than that 
of preserving a national life. We mean to preserve 
the life of this nation, and the integrity of tins nation, 
too—we mean to make it thoroughly im.posaiule, in 
time to come, that a disaffected fawion in any part of 
the country can strike a death blow at the vitality of 
ibe country (loud cheers). That is all there is of it, 
and 1 have, therefore, no doubt about the issue of this 
war.

There¬ 
fore it is they have naturally been against us. You 
know what has been done in England ; you know that 
a great deM of sympathy has been manufactured for 
the South ; but just in proportion as we advanced, 
partly through the proclamation and partly through 
the success of our armies, the sympathy has become, 
less and less available, and just in proportion as 
carry this war on will they think less and less of 
terference witli us.

We used to think that this great Anglo- 
Saxon family was to stand together the world oyer on 
Anglo-Saxon principles, such as the freedom of the 
press, the freedom ot the ballot, free thought, free 
speech, and treedom for all men. But of late years 
we have seen manitestations of an unkind and un 
friendly spirit, and sometimes I have felt as it 1 should 
"ke to take old Mother England by the hair and give 
er a good shaking [great applause]. I am not sure 
lat this would be the wisest plan ; but of one thing I 
iel well assured-that England won’t send any mo 
piratical sliips to prey upon our commerce. And 
auulher thing I feel certain—that when Bugland looks 
this matter over calmly and considers that a certain 
ship—the Alabama—was fitted out in a British poi 
manned by British sailors, and armed by British gut , 
and has since been roving over the seas, plundering 
American vessels, without daring to bring a single 
prize into port, she will conclude upon the whole that 
it is best to pay Americau merclmuts ior all the damage 
the Alabama has dune [great cheers]. Then we have a 
sort ot a new empire on our borders, over in .Mexico. 
Weil, I am not much disturbed about that Empires 
don’llast long in America [cheers]. 1 don’t know how 
long this empire, it it gets born, will last [laughter]. 
There was aii attempt to make an empit e in Mexico 
“ ago, with one Iturbide at iu head ; but, it 1 am 
_ ih mistaken, he didn’t find it very profitable, or 
agreeable to the people in Mexico. I don’t know 
lew Austrian emperor will find his bed of 
there ; but I am inclined to think the roses will 
be very few, and the bed very hard [laughter]. 1 am 
Tiling to trust it awhile. 1 am perfectly sure, taking 
II tilings into cunsideratiun, tliat European monarebiet 
..'ill soon ibiuk it best to keep their insututioos ai 
home [renewed laughter and applause]. 1 am confi¬ 
dent ot this, and therefore don’t propose any particular 
measures just now. It is never wise to announce 
what you are going to do a ^eat while in advance of 
doing it; but 1 think the time vvili come when the 
world wiU consider these things, and this republic ol 
ours will oe reestablished from the Gulf towards the 
Foie [cheers]—and from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
based upon free labor-a giant that, touching the earth 
form, and gathering strength from the contact, will 
; grander and mightier thau ever. I think the time 
1 come when this nation, so regenerated aud so re- 
rated, will command the respect of the world, and 
sat Britain will begin to regret that she thought it 
t to be friendly with the euemies of the country. 
One word further. 1 spoke a moment since of the re¬ 
generation of this nation. Free labor is better than 
slave labor. And now suppose tbeie were tree labor 
all through the sjoulh, do you not think that the maou 
facturers of Gincinuati would have a great deal more 
employment than now? 1 think so. Du you not think 
all this u-ouble about the negro would come to an end, 
when the negro could go towards the Gulf, and there 
Tid himself tree aud employed there as a hired iabor- 
r? How many do you think would be left in Ohio to 
interfere with you, aud with me, in our industrial re¬ 
lations ? Would not that question be settled, and all the 
heart-burnings growing out of it come to an end ? With 
alt the multiplied resources and commercial demands 
growing ouc ot free labor, would we not be stronger in 
an economical point of view ? And when we add to 
all this the removal of that great element uf strife from 
eouucry and tree labor every where prevails, when 
man shall be compelled to work unless h« is lully 
aided for his toil, and every man becomes an in- 
leiesieu contribnior to the glui ious labric ot our nation, 
don t you think we wilt be not uniy ecot.omiuaiJy, but 
poUticaiiy, stronger thau ever before ? 1 think 
1 think that when this rebellion comes to an 
wiii have a great aatiou, based oa free labor, 


lus in all its parts, and capable of playing a 
uiiKubT uei’t iu the drama of human affairs. When I 
look at these things and remember that 

There’s a divinity which shapes our ends, 

Bough hew them as we will”; 

when I remember, with Patrick Henry, that “ there 
a God who presides orer the destinies of nations, and 
that all peoples are but dust in the hollow of Hishands, 
to be slmped as He pleases,” I feel—it may be supersti¬ 
tion—but I feel that God has had a hand in all this 
business, and that out of this great trial of ours is to 
come forth even a more intelligent, prosperous and' 
glorious nation than we have heretofore been, based on 
the one principle, which shall be the admiration of the 
world—free institutions. Thinking thus, my fellow- 
citizens, I have been laboring m my humble way. I 
have been doing something toward ensuring the perma¬ 
nence of the republic; and, thinking if labor was to 
have its just reward it was necessary to have some¬ 
thing in which that reward might be paid that was 
substantial, permanent and uniform throughout the 
country, I set my poor wits to work to try to devise a 
uniform currency for ihis country [great cheers]. I 
, think much about this unilorm currency if 
nut to have a unilorm people. I would not 
think much about our currency if we were not to have 
one republic [renewed cheers]. And if we are to have 
one veMblic, based on free labor, I want something by 
which that free labor can be rewarded, and make the 
reward just as safe as the nation is safe [gi^ater ap 
clause than ever]. I think, gentlemen, that 1 have done 
Lmethiug toward that, and it will be reward enough 
for me if at the close of this great struggle, I can feel 
that by constant effort, I have contributed at all to the 
Imrnoresa of our armies, or to the safety and honor and 
welfare of the country daring this struggle, or after 
it shall have closed. Now, then, I have given yon, not 
a speech but a rough outline of ideas as they arose in 
my mind’ if I hqd-bad time I suppose I could have 
put them into better shape ; but I have given them just 
as they came up in my mind. And now, the simple 
question I wish to propound to you, ia, whether, if you 
believe that this is a country worth saving, whether it 
vou believe the Union worth restoring—whether if you 
"believe it is well for tha world that America shall live, 
you will yourselves do your part ? [Cries of Yes, yes. 
we will.] How gloriously you have done it thus far, 
how readily you have come forward with your re¬ 
sources, how firmly and cbeeriully you have sent your 
sons and brothers to battle,' how nobly they have gone,' 
how gloriously fought, and how they have leti their un- 
dying name® inscribed on the page of history! You 
have done your part nobly thus far. God bless the 
army ! [This invocation wasuttered with much feeling 
and evident emotion, to which the audience shouted a 
hearty amen and gave three cheers for the soldier in 
the field ] And God bless the glorious people who 
have thus far nobly sustained them! Shame and dis¬ 
honor to the man, whoever he may be, who will retu-e 
by his voce or voice to sustain him to-morrow [great 
cheers]. My fellow-citizens, the whole world is look¬ 
ing upon you. .Hardly a number ot ibe Loudon Itmes 
comes off that has not an article about the success ol 
Vallandigbam and tbe assurance thereby of the termi¬ 
nation of this trouble and the separation of these 
States. Hardly a paper reaches us from Paris that lias 
not something about the same matter. Why, the Rus¬ 
sians, who are gathering now upon our coast, to ktep 
their vessels here, 1 suppose, in a convenient place lu 
case an emergency should call tor them, even they at 
looking to you to know if you wiU stand firm—t 
see wuether Ohio will give her voice for the Union and 
its prosperity, whether Ohio will stand by her troops 
in tbe field, whether Ohio will by j our glorious aud 
honorable conduct to-morrow vindicate the honor ol 
those who have fallen. You are here to-night to give 
your response, and I teelsure that anything you caudi 
to acc'-mplish this result will be dune to-morrow. 1 
should feel as though I insulted you by any exhortation 
as to the performance of j our duty. You know, as well 
1 do, the mighty issues that hang upon yunr action 
to-morrow, and you will do your duty, 1 am sure ol 
And when to-morrow’s sun goes down, it will go dm 
on a people resolved to be free themselves, and to ma 
tain the freedom aud unity ol the republic. 


[Mr. Edward Dicey, a candid and intelligent critic of Ame¬ 
rican affsirs, exhibits bis usual good sense aud good feeling j 
in his “Betrqspeot of the War ” in the Victoria magazine. 
Apropos of the question, What the war has done for the 
negro, he remarks:] 

It was not, perhaps, to be expected, that in two yeai 
the war should do much for the individual negro. Oo 
the other hand it has done more for his race chan the 
most sanguine enthusiast could have expected. In 
four and-twenty months, the United States have ad¬ 
vanced further in the path of emancipation, than ih the 
eighty odd years which passed between the foundation 
of the Union and the attack on Fort Sumte", The slave 
trade has been abolished in the North, id lact as well as 
in name ; the Capital of the Federal Union is no longer 
slave ground ; the extension of slavery to the territories 
has been formally interdicted; Missouri and Western 
Virginia have both passed acts for prospective emanci¬ 
pation, and a decree has been issued abolishing slavery 
in the insurgent States. It may be said that this decree 
is still nothing but a proclamation, and doubts may be 
entertained of its immediate execution. But to any one 
who has studied tlie world’s history, if is eloav tLst 
formal ncogniiion of slavery being an evil, is a death¬ 
blow to its existence. The sentence may not be carried 
out forthwith, but its ultimate execution is no longer a 
matter of doubt. Moreover, the war has already raised 
the social position of the degraded negro race. The 
Republic of Liberia has been recognized and a bla^k 
Embassador has for the first time been received in 
Wasbingiun, aud allowed to reside there unmolested. 
This, in itself,' is a concession which nothing but a puli- 
tiSal convulsion could have wrung from tbe Americaus. 
Finally, for the first time, the black man has beeu offi 
cially acknowledged as an American Citizen. In many 
uf the separate Su-tes he has undoubtedly the full rights 
of State citizenship ; but hitherto, tbe Federal govern- 
: had scrupulously declined committing itself to any 
assertion that he was entitled to be regarded as an 
American subject The war has brojight this question 
I issue, and decided it iu favor oi the negro ; and 
aut of no popular caprice, but by the inexorable 
logic of tacts. The necessities of war compelled tht 
employment ^ negro soldiers ; the employment 01 
black troops entailed the adoption of measures for 
their protection ; and these measures have obliged tbe 
President to deolai'e authoritatively that the black sol¬ 
dier is of equal value with the white, and that his mur¬ 
der or enslavement is an offense for which retaliation 
must be inflicted just as it would in the case of a 
“-hite free-born American. To bring this result about 
as cost many a brave and noble life. But the other 
day, a gallant lad, whose family I know well, fell lead 
ing a colored regiment in the desperate assault upon 
Fort Wagner. He was the only son of his parents, a 
boy almost, the darling of the house. He leaves deso¬ 
late a home so kindly, so pleasant, and so grateful in 
■’s memories to all who ever entered it, that my heart 
ihes to think ol what it must be now, as I remember 
)w 1 saw it but a year ago, when the parents’ heai 
ere gUd, because good news had come from their b 
the wars Yet 1 know they will have this ol c-imforl, 
lat tbe child of their age did good work in dying for 
le cause that, throughout their lives, they have had 

This lad was but one among a hundred thousand who 
like him have given up home, and comfort, and wealth, 
and life itself, to fignt for an idea. Even those to 
whom that idea is most hateful, must admit that in the 
retrospect of a war which has produced suCii heroism, 
there ta something to dwell upon with pleasure. A 
tion over-burdened with prosperity,intoxicated with 
Bcess, demoratized by wealth, has learnt how to die 
well as how to live, and that lesson is surely worth 
the learning. _ 




Ehferor Alexa.n'dbr of Russia has just signalized his 
reign by a new retiirmatory act of the highest import- 
auce—an act which, in its bearing upon the progressi ' 
Russia, can be only compared with the Ordinance t 
btoiauuipA.ioiit and wIiiqU will secure to Alexander i 
Russian history a place the side of Pdter the Great 
as among tiie most illustrious rulers of tbe nation. He 
has convoked the Diet of the Grand Duchy of Finland, 
and opened it personally with a speech, which expresses 
his confidence in a libei-al form of government, aud in¬ 
timates his design to develop liberal institutions, first 
in Finland, and later in other parts of the Empire. The 
convocation of a Representative Assembly in a Russian 
Crown laud, and still more the tenor of the imperial 
address, may be regarded as proofs that tbe era ut 
absolutism is on the wane in Russia, and that the 
largest Christian Empire in the world may ere long be 
converted into a consucutional monarchy. 

The Emperor states that his attention has long been 
engaged with questions of a serious interest to Finland, 
but tuac they had to remain in suspense because “ their 
solution demanded the cooperation of the Diet” it 
was impossible ior him to convoke the four Estates 
(uobility, clergy, burghers, peasants) during the first 
years of his reign, but he had, nevertheless, prepared 
in tbe meantime drafts of several laws and other 
admioistracive matters, to be laid before the Diet. The 
financial condition ot the Grand Duchy is said to be sat¬ 
isfactory. The revenues have always been sufficient 
meeting the current expenses, and the considerable 
reuse ol the indirect taxes has enabled the govern- 
it to make a more liberal provision tor the mate¬ 
rial and moral development of the country. He has 
authorized the government of the Grand Duchy to con¬ 
tract a loan fur tbe sole purpose of meeting the claims 
of the last war, aud of providing for the construction 
of a railroad between Helsingtors and Tavasthus, It 
is his desire that hereatter qp loan shall be contracted 
without the participation of the Estates of the Grand 
Duchy, unless a suiilen invasion of the country or some 
other untoreseen public calamity should make it neces¬ 
sary. He lurther announces that the levying ot new 
taxes will be proposed to the Diet to promote the mate¬ 
rial pi-ospei-ity of the nation and to extend tbe blessings 
ot public education ; and he declares it to be “ the task 
the Diet to decide upon the urgency aud extent of 


tirinciDlesof a constitutional monarchy, more extensive 
lights will he conceded hy the new law to the Diet 
with regard to the assessment of taxes as well SR ih® 
tiriviiege of making motions, although the Emperor 
reservM to himself the right of the initiative in every¬ 
thing relating to changes in the fundamental law. AnU 
he concludes with recommending to the representa¬ 
tives to the Grand Dnchy to “ prove by the dignity, the 
moderation, and the calmness of their deliberations, 
that in tbe hands of a people determined to act ®®'?" 
cert with their sovereign for the development of their 
prosperity, the liberal institutions, far from being a 
danger, become a guarantee of order and prosperity. 

It may be presumed that Alexander would nevt 
have used this language unless the introduction of 
constitutional form of government into the other parts 
of the Russian Empire had been fiilly determined on. 
We may therefore expect that when he shall succeed 
in quelling the Polish revolution he will be ready to 
redeem the pledges given in the correspondence with 
the Western Powers, and establish for Poland a repre¬ 
sentative Constitution. The introduction of sviiic Rt m 
of Constitution into Russia Proper will probably 
speedily follow. The issue of a proclamation to that 
effect was expected about the 20th of September, and it 
was thought that nine Provincial Diets would be estab¬ 
lished as follows : For Finland, at Helsingtors; for 
Baltic' Russia, at St Petersburg ; for Great Russia, at 
Moscow ; for Little Rnssia, at Kiev ; for Southern Rus¬ 
sia' st Odessa ; for Western Russia, at^Vilna; for 
Poland, at Warsaw ; for Eastern Russia, at Kazan, and 
for Siberia, at Irkoutsk; all these provincial Diets to 
be subordinate to a Central Chamber of Representa¬ 
tives of the Empire Public opinion has been disap¬ 
pointed as to the date of this proclamation ; but unless 
it were in preparation, it is supposed that the Emperor 
would hardly have made a general profession of faith 
in the excellencies of a constitutional monarchy. 

The constitutional change, which is spproachiog m 
Rnssia, will be one of the great events in the history of 
the nioeteenth century. The progress of Austria lor 
the last two or three years furnishes a very instructive 
example of how vastly constitutional rule exceeds 
Absolutism in developing the resources ot great coun¬ 
tries. Russia needs only to try the experiment, to 
shovv that she has nnder her control elements of 
strength greater than those of any other European 
Power.—A. T. Tribune.

“PROCLAIM LIBERTY THROUGHOUT ALL 
THE LAND.” 

The Executive Committee of the American Anti- 
Slavery Society congratulate its members and friends 
that, through the tdadness, rebeilion, and secession of 
the South, avowedly in behalf of its Heaven-accursed 
and world-abhorred slave system—involving the < 
try in a civil war of the hugest proportions and the 
most sanguinary character, which still continues its 
desolating work—the constitutiomti powers of the 
Federal government are now ample to decree the 
immediate and total abolition of slavery. They believe 
that, as a measure of national peace and unity, of 
humanity and justice, such a decree should be passed 
by the ensuing Cangress at as early a period in 
session as practicable—thus not only sustaining the 
Emancipation proclamation of President Lincoln of 
January 1st, 1863, bat also effectually disposing of that 
remnant of the slave institution which was exempted 
by the proclamation aforesaid, in such a manner as may 
em most equitable and expedient by Congress. 

The warrant for this procedure is to be found in the 
still greatly imperilled state of the republic, and in 
legitimate functions of the government that may be 
exercised 'In such an alarming crisis. By common law, 
individual has the right of self-defence by all means 
recognized by that law. In view of international law, 
nation is an individual, and has the right of self-de- 
nce by all means recognized by that law ; one of those 
means being the destruction of any dynasty or institu- 
that imperils national life. Slavery has struck 
the life of the nation, and declared its own existence 
incompatible with that of the nation. Hence the nation, 
acting through its official organs, has the right to 
abolish slavery throughout its dominions ; and past 
events demonstrate alike the necessity aod duty of 
exercising this right without delay and without com¬ 
promise. 

The Executive Committee of the American Anti- 
Slavery Society, therefore, deeply impressed with the 
importance of a general cooperation of the friends of 
impartial liberty at this time, in order to influeoce and 
secure the action of Congress in the manner described, 
hereby announce, that they have resolved-to put forth¬ 
with into the lecturing field as many agents as the 
funds'ef tti« Society will warrant, whose sole work 
shall be to enlighten^e public mind on this subject, 
stimulate to a wide-spread movement in favor of uni¬ 
versal emancipation, and thus make the recurrence of 
another Slateholobbs’ Rebbluon an impossible event. 

To sustain and increase the number of these agents, 
the Committee solicit the generous contribution and 
donations of all who desire to see the speedy suppres- 
of the war, and in the fullest sense “ Liberty and 
Union ” made “ one and tNSBPARABLE.” 

In furtherance of this patriotic and Christian bbjeet, 
the “ Woman's Loyal National League ” at New York 
has taken the field, in advance, to procure to a petition 
e next Congress, for the total abolition of slavery, 
A MILLION OF SIGNATURES on the part of the loyal 
women of the republic. It deserves all possible en¬ 
couragement and success, and we shall extend to it the 
heartiest cooperation. But let the loyal men be equally 
zealous and resolved to be as potentially heard in the 
same manner, by the same body. Let such a petition 
be sent to Congress from every city, town, village and 
hamlet in all tbe loyal States. No time ia to be lost. 
One last, best effort now! ”

TEE DECADE MESTIEd. 

The Fourth Day of next December 
Thirtieth Anniversary of a memorable even . ^ 

day of the month, 1833, the American 
Society was gathered, and the Declaration o 
menta setting forth its object and the means i p 
posed to use for the accomplishment thereo vi 
adopted. During that period of time, the one * 
to a generation of men on earth, it has pursue t a 
object steadily and applied the measures it proper 
to itself faithfully. We think it will not be denied 
by any candid or intelligent observer of the tmiM and 
seasons, that it has been a “ Power on Earth, an 
that it has been a power well applied and with 
swerable results. It was not the first organization 
of the Anti-Slavery element in the American mind. 

It was preceded by the New England Anti-Slavery 
Society, -which afterwards took the style of the Mas- 
sBchusettk Anti-Slavery Society, which was formed 
the first day of that year, consisting of the 
Apostolic number of twelve members. But tbe 
American Anti-Slavery Society has stood for the 
idea of hostility to American slavery to the gene¬ 
ral mind of the nation, as no other organization 
has done. With the exception of a short period, 
it has applied the test of its fundamental princi¬ 
ple to all American institutions, Ecclesiastical as 
well as Civil, with unsparing impartiality, and 
judged them with a righteous judgment, according 
they stood it well or ill. And it applied not 
merely the test of its peculiar principle to 
institutions, it made use of the yet more hateful one 
of their own avowed principles, and examined how 
far the Church and the State eame np, in the matter 
of negro ^elavery, to the Gospel of Jesus Christ and 
the Declaration of American Independence. For 
nearly twenty-four years, daring the chief of which 
Mr. Garrison has been its head as he was its founder, 
it has been the express image and incarnation of 
Abolitionism, a name of which it was hevei 
but, contrariwise, has ever regarded as its due t41e 
of honor and dignity. And we believe that few 
bodies of men, acting together for a specific purpose 
for so many years, have been more active in their' 
vocation, or have seen their efforts crowned with 
larger measure, and a yet more glorious hope ofj 
success. 

The object of the Society being to enlighten the 
public mind as to the nature of slavery and its 
effects on the moral, religious and political condition 
of the master as well as of the slave, of the North 
well as of the South, it addressed Itself to this great 
work, strong only in faith of the omnipotence of truth. 
Nothing could look more absurd than the disparity 
between the two powers that were to encounter it 
deadly conflict. On the one hand, the whole nation, 
dead in trespasses and sins, given over to its, ido's, 
identifying the existing state of things with the pos¬ 
session and progress of material prosperity and the 
hope of political power, and on the other, a handful 
of men and women, obscure for the most part, with¬ 
out the prestige of wealth or social standing, without 
political position or ecclesiastical weight, and nothing 
but their voices aud pens and the help of one or two 
struggling presses to rely upon, when they undertook 
to destroy the institution which was in effect the 
ner-stone of our Republican edifice, as it theq stood. 
But the difference of forces did not look despicable 
to the parties in interest. The slaveholders and their 
Northern partizans instinctively felt that these pesti¬ 
lent fellows would turn their world upside down if 
they could not be suppressed. , So every means that 
the ingenuity of malice and hate could put in motion 
was set at work to blacketi their characters, misre¬ 
present their motives and objects, and destroy 
disperse them by the interposition of mob violence. 
To all of these attacks have the Abolitionists been 
subjected from time to time, to some of them for all 
the time, ever since they began their work, and the 
most malignant, bloody and murderous of all were 
the very latest, which just preceded the breaking 
of the rebellion. And the children of this ■world 
were wise in their,generation. The only chance fdr 
the continued existence of slavery was the suppres¬ 
sion of all discussion of its character and of all ex¬ 
posure of its necessary effects on individual and 
national morality and prosperity. But failing to do 
this, their very struggles against the growing heresy 
only gave it new strength and enlarged the field ol 
its harvest. No one who has grown up within the 
last thirty years can form any adequate idea of the 
darkness which had settled down over the people, 
and the thick darkness which covered the nation. 
The Abolitionists had to begin, as it were, with the 
A, B, C of moral and political truth, against which 
almost all the world shut their eyes and their ears. 
But free schools and free religious inquiry had pre¬ 
pared the way. There was no lack of intelligence 
or mental activity, only an indisposition to 
this direction. The Mayflower had left some shoots 
in the heart of the people, our own Revolution had 
not been fought entirely in vain ; and the fierce col¬ 
lision of passions and opinions growing out of 
that of Prance had not been had without striking 
out sparks which might be kindled afresh by a 
wholesome agitation «f' the air. 

The public necessity for the anti-slavery agitation 
existed, it was called for by the state of things, and it 
appeared. It appeared, and it has done its work as 
well as it knew how. The elements of moral and poli¬ 
tical truth have been dispensed in every quarter of the 
free States by the preached word and disseminated 
by the miraculous multiplication of the press. Like 
every truth, the more Abolitionism was preached, and 
the more it was disputed, the wider it spread, until 
it had leavened great masses of mind all over the 
country. It modified political action and influenced 
ecclesiastical action. It began to affect the dreams 
of political ambition and to disturb the fat slumbers 
of the Church. Like all ideas of a wide scope, it 
began to manifest itself in public affairs and fo affect 
the condition and prospects of political parties. And 
so it went forth conquering without the sword, and 
to conquer in tbe face of an opposing world, until it 
had made the nation too hot for slavery to live in it. 
It, accordingly,, first shook off the dust of freedom 
from its feet against the Church—slight as had been 
the provocation she had given for such contomely—! 
«nd, in the fulness of time, against the State, not- 

ithstanding the humiliations the politicians ’ had 
submitted to, to propitiate it. The slave-master felt 
and justly, that the ideas of slavery and of freedom’ 
could not coexist in the same jurisdiction, and hence 
the rebellion. And of'the rebellion is to come Abo¬ 
lition. ThU logical connection between anti-slavery 
and the desperation of slavery which has rushed into 
rebellion, is no vain imagination of ours. Every 
rebel in the field and every traitor at home feels and 
denounces it. The armies of the nation are Aboli- 
tion armies, and the soldiers Abolitionists—little as 
many of them may have deserved the epithet, even 

official reports of rebel Generals. It is meant as 

rreproaph-we accept it as our glory, and only 
hope that we sha41 have grace to be faithful even to 
the end. 

It is very true that slavery would have been abol¬ 
ished If the Abolitionists had never organized them¬ 
selves, or if Garrison had never been born. Means 
would never have been wanting to this inevitable 
end. But that the anti-slavery movement, of which 
tbe American Society is an embodiment, has been the 
meatis wbicn Providence has employed for this work 
we may believe on the safe witness of our enemies! 
We may well come together next December and con¬ 
sider where we stand and what farther duty we 
have to do. Happy should we all be to lay down 
arms in the presence of an overpowering victory. 
That, however, can hardly be quite so soon. The 
nation has weU nigi got beyond danger of a com¬ 
promise, because the rebels are too strong to think 
of asking for one. Their presence at the gates of 
the Cai-iial is onr surest guarantee against that yet 
deeper disgrace. We must yet strive to prepare the 
public miad to spurn it, should they ever be content 


to invite one. We fear that it is far from 
dition yet. But this is aside from the 
this present writing.'

the evangelization and Christian civilization ol 
African race in onr country, are to be completely ri 
moved. While we, as a Board of Foreign Missions, are 
unable to enter into the field thus offered in our cou^ 
try, we rejoice that others are already entering in 
whose labors, crowned with God’s blessing, will pr^ 
vide new instruments and agencies to be employed bv 
ua and by other Foreign Missionary Institutione, for 
sending the gospel to all the nations and tribes of the 
African continent. 

The occurrence of a spontaneous testimony against 
slavery by tbe managers of the American Board, and 
in one of its Annual Meetings, was so absolutely nnpre. 
cedented, and the epithets of reproach therein used 
against that institution were so strong, that Dr. Bacon 
thought it necessary to suggust to the audience that 
very little was actually meant by the elaborate and in¬ 
volved sentences he was about to read to them, and 
that the conservatives which form so large a portion 
of the Board might very safely vote for the resolutiotu. 
They had been drawn up (he said) in a careful manner, 
to avoid any expression which should give offence; and 
they state nothing (he remarked) but what is known 
and read of all, that slavery is approaching its catan. 
trophe, and in that fact all men who are melt do rejoice. 
To this prudent intimation the unanimity of the affirm, 
ative vote is doubtless owing. The older members of 
the Board, that is to say, the majority of voters at 
meetings, knew that they could tru$t Dr. Bacon on t1 
point, since he has been a frequent and zealous worker 
of the machinery by which, in past years, 
strauces against the pro-slavery course of the Board 
have been staved off. 

The last of these resolutions is specially worthy of 
notice. If the reader will look attentively at the first 
half of it, he will -see that, having really no meaning, 
Seenis to imply that the labors of the Board hate had 
some agency in obtaining the emancipation there spoken 
of. Since this language was prepared '■ in a careful 
manner,” by a person so able and so unscrupulous as 
Or. Bacon, it is probable that the seeming meaning and 
the real absence of meaning were both intended. Bat 
as far as the seemiog meaning is implied and under¬ 
stood, something directly false is implied and undOD 

The implication in the second half of this resolntfia 
is equally noteworthy, and equally false, with that in 
the first half. Recognizing the present inability of the 
Board, as a Board of Foreign Missions, to join in the 
evangelization and Christian civilization of the African 
race in our country, it rejoices that others are perform¬ 
ing this work. How natural the inference that fits 
Board would have rejoiced to labor for the Christian 
civilization of Africo-Americana as well as of Africans, 
and to help in the overthrow of “ that hideous injus¬ 
tice,” that “great obstacle in the way of all Christian 
enterprises and institutions,” Slavery, had not its ch^^ 
acter as a Board of Foreign Missions prevented! Bat, 
if the reader thus entrapped into this inference *11 
remember that the Board, up to the year 1860, teas in* 
position to labor, had it chosen, both for the overtliroif 
of slavery, and for the Christian cmlization of its liC- 
tims, and yet that for forty years it refused to d« tiiil 
work, resisting urgent requests of a portion of * 
members and missionaries that slaveholding might not 
have the credit and the shelter of full membership i«
